counsel for the defense, gave out 
this statement:

The water was spreading baok 


out over the same territory which 
was flooded 
early in September 


, and 
as 
expected to 
leach the 


town of Sebastian oy tonight, and 
then flow on toward the village of 
Lyford. 
Hundreds of people had work- 


ed for days to plug the big levre 
break, 300 feet wide, and had con- 
structed a temporary leve, but it 
went 
out last night when the 


water reached the same stage it 
had in the rise a month ago. 


Residents of Sebastian said they 


expected the flood water to cover 
more territory than in the former 
inundation. Much water was still 
standing on lowlands throughout 
Willacy county from first rise.' 


Some of the people were prepar- 


ing to leave Sebastian. Others had 
moved to high ground. 


The flood crest passed Hidalgo 


last night. 
The river reached a 


stage of 25.85 feet there. Today 
it had receded to 25.5 
There was considerable excite- 


ment . Saturday night when the 
river as incorrectly gauged at Hi: 
dalgo, showing 29.3 feet. 


At Mercedes and Brownsville the 


river's stage remained 
unchanged 


today. Another slight rise as ree- 
ported at Rio Grande ity today. 
It will tend to prolong the period

MEXICAN GOVERNMENT THREW 
DOWN GAUNTLET TO VATICAN 


AFTER ENCYCLICAL BY POPE 


MEXICO CITY, Oct. 
3.—f/Fl— 


The Mexican government threw 
down the gauntlet to the Vatican 
today over last Friday's encyclical 
in which Pope Pius XI protested 
against what he called "the new 
and legal persecution" of the chuch 
and Catholics in the country. 


"If the insolent, defiant attitude 


shown in the recent encycicnl con- 
tinues," President Abelardo Rodri- 
guez said in a statement, "I am 
determined that the churches will 
be converted into schools and shops 
for the benefit of the nation's pro- 
letariat classes." 


The president's statement 
was 


followed by an announcement thaj; 
the national chamber of deputies 
would meet today to consider the 
encyclical. 
"in an unforeseen "and absurd 


manner," the statement said, "there 
has been published the encyclical 
'Acerba Anima,' the tone of which 
does not surprise us because meth- 
ods filled -with falsehood against 
this country are characteristic of 
the papacy. 


"To protest against the 
laws 
that in their conception oppress 
.the liberty. of .the church. p£gnjy. 


Indies the Mexican clergy to dis-

his home from its original loca- 
tion—and no\v he may not have 
any home at all through a legal 
technicality. 


3892, Scott, with his father and 


two brothers, filed in the Indian 
territory through the federal gov- 
ernment. 
Oklahoma was 
admit- 


ted to the Union in 1007, with the 
100th Meridian as a dividing line 
between Texas 
and 
Oklahoma. 


Scott then became a resident of 
Rrocr county, Oklahoma. In 1903 
Green county was divided 
into 


Harmon 
and 
Jackson 
counties, 


making: him a resident of Har- 
mon county, Oklahoma. When the 
Small land 
bill was passed in 


19X9, it was proved that the strip 
en which he lived never was in 
Oklahoma 
at all and that he 
had been a resident of Childress 
County, Texas, because of a mis- 
taka in the first survey. 


At the 'n-esent,, Scott thinks he 


lives in Texas, but what is worse. 


ho does not know whether he 
even owns his place or not, be- 
cause John Wortham filed on the 
land through the Texas land com- 
mission after passage of the Small 
land bill, and since the land was 
In Texas nnd no tOhkalam.o -gf 
in Texas, and not Oklahoma, con- 
tends 
that a man 
cannot 
file 


on Texas land through the slate 
of Oklahoma. Tho cn.se now rcstn 
on the decision of the supremo 
court of Texas. 


Thirty-flvo 
years 
ago, Scott 


erected a two-story, seven room 
house on his place and was one 
of tho proudest homo owners in 
the state of Oklahoma or Texas. 
As one of tho leading residents 
of the community, his home al- 
ways was a gathering1 place for 
Sundav afternoon singings in the 
pjoneer days.

and losses in Corsicana. 


Members of the fire department 


pointed out that policy holders In 
Corsicana have been fortunate EO 
far this year In that fire losses 
h^ve been kept within reasonable 
bounds. They also ponted out that 
a heavy handicap and 
penalty 


might have been placed on local 
policy holders If either the Dally 
Sun building or the Cunningham 
Brothers bulldng fires had been 
discovered later. 


In the case of the Cunningham 


Brothers building 
attempt 
the 


smoke was noticed by city -patrol- 
men who summoned members of 
the fire department and equipment 
was immediately available tor thu 
combating 
of tl.e flames 
when 


they were finally discovered «.nd 
the loss kept to a minimum. They 
also stated that within five or ten 
minutes more the Sun building 
would have been so ignited that 
the plant would have been almost 
a total loss with damage estimat- 
ed at approximately $150,000, and 
chances were small that the fire 
could have been kept from 
the 


Johnson 
building, 
which houses 


the CHv Bcok Store and Esten 
Self-Serving Grocery, where even 
water damage would have greatly 
increased the total loss. 
It' is known that special invnsti 


gators have been probing the first 
arson attempt two weeks ago, and 
it is likely that others will check 
fho attempt, on the Sun building. 
Many of tho merchants in Corsica- 
na have observed unusual precau- 
tions this week in cleaning out 
stairways and repairing logks on 
doors to second floors so that they 
can be locked and protected, sev- 
eral of the merchants h.-ive admit- 
ted (hat the presence and attempts 
of the firebugs 
have 
increased 


their worries considerably, espec- 
ially when no possible motive can 
be ascertained.

of Nickels that the special pleas 
be read in court, Judge- Robertson 
die! not say definitely whether

Judge Robertson expressed

test and that should trial be start- 
ed now it would cause an unnec- 
essary waste of time and expense.

Mrs. Ferguson and her .husband, 
James E. Ferguson, filed an an- 
swer to the governor's suit last

and 


making counter charges of illegal 
or Irregular votes cast for Gov. 
Sterling. 


The answer challenged jurisdic- 


tion of the court and conten-I^d 
the legislature, sitting in join ses- 
sion, was the only agency of gov- 
ernment which could try a contest 
for the governor's office. 
Charges Half Million Spent.

more than $500,000 was spent in 
the .campaign on behalf of Sterl- 
ing and that $250,000 was contrib- 
uted by I corporations to aid his 
cause.
